Officers of the Militia, to take Care to prevent the ſame.

Hereas divers good Laws have been made to prevent Run-away Ser- 

vants, which have hitherto in great part proved ineffe&ual; chiefly 
through the Wickedneſs of Servants, who, at and before their Arrival, plot and 
contrive how they may free themſelves from their Maſters, by running away 
to Neighbour Plantations, and partly by the Remiſneſs of ſome Planters, who 
are ſo far from apprehending theſe known Run-aways, that ſome of them 
have given them Aſſiſtance, and Directions how to eſcape, to the Ruin of 
many Maſters of Families, who have not Servants enough left; whom they 
can truſt, to follow and purſue thoſe Run-aways ; and others unconcerned, for 
want of a certain Reward, will not endeavour to apprehend and return them 
to their Maſters : Be it therefore Enated, That whoſoever apprehends any 
Run-away, whether Servant by Indenture, Cuſtom, or Covenant, not having 
a legal Paſs from ſuch in every County, as ſhall be appointed to give Paſſes,

WW Tr her Majeſty, by her Royal Proclamation, bearing Date the
